On Saturday, February 
15, 2014, several hundred

Winter Olympics kick off ... 

Over the course of 16 days, over 2800 
athletes from 98 countries willcompete. The 
Sochi games mark the first time the Winter 
Olympics have been held in Russia. 

The Olympic Games have their roots in 
Ancient Greece where athletes from various 
city-states traveled to Olympia every four 
years to compete in sporting events.

Wing, Foreign Trade Bank Partner to 
Offer Prepaid Visa Cards

Mobile payment company Wing 
and the Foreign Trade Bank (FTB) of 
Cambodia on Monday announced they 
had joined forces to expand the bank's 
already-existing prepaid Visa card net- 
work in an effort to make it easier for 
locals without bank accounts to have 
access to electronic forms of payment. 

The prepaid Visa card does not 
require a bank account or collateral to 
purchase, but users pay a small fee ($3 to 
$5) for the card. Then, depending on the 
card, users add up to $500 or $5,000 on 
it to spend, A small fee ($2 to $8.25) is 
associated with every card reload. 

Users can make purchases where 
Visa cards are accepted, including 
online. Users also can withdraw the 
money and check their balance via Visa 
PLUS ATMs, though some fees may 
apply. 

When the money runs out, the card 
can be topped up at a Wing or FTB out- 


let as well as online or via a mobile phone. 
Remittances are also possible, 

"The ability to obtain and top-up 
this card is unparalleled by any other 
Financial institution in the country/’ Wing 
CEO Anthony Perkins said Monday at an 
event announcing the partnership at the 
Cambodiana Hotel. 

In a unique twist on the usual cash 
payment given to Cambodian journalists 
who attend a press event, members of the 
media were offered a prepaid $20 Visa 
card, 

"Cambodians are far too dependent 
on cash. The more Cambodians become 
familiar with electronic payment methods, 
the better," Mr. Perkins added, 

FTB introduced prepaid Visa cards 
more than two years ago, but the bank’s 
small network made it a challenge for the 
cards to go mainstream, said Dan 
Peking, FTB’s project director for 
CashCard Distribution and Mobile 
Payments.

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Buses Attract 20,000 Passengers in Two Weeks

About 20,000 passengers have 
traveled on Phnom Penh's limited 
city bus service since a month-long 
public transport experiment began two 
weeks ago, which bodes well for a 
citywide expansion of the service 
once the trial ends on March 4, City 
Hail spokesman Long Dimanche said 
Monday. 

This is the second time the city 
has tried out public buses, but they 
are proving more popular this time 
around than in 2001, when a two- 
month trial service was scrapped 
halfway through due to waning public 
demand. 

"Two weeks into the public bus 
experiment, we are seeing on average 
1,600 to 1,700 passengers per day, 
with some days predictably seeing 
more passengers than others," Mr. 
Dimanche said, 

The buses are currently operating 
at about 60 percent capacity on average, 
Mr. Dimanche said, which is very 
positive considering they have been 
operating for only two weeks and the 
numbers show how successful the 
public bus system could be as public 
awareness grows. 

"People are changing their 
behavior and coming on board the 
bus project, and we expect the number 
of passengers will grow by up to 40 
percent when we continue the service," 


he said. 

The decision on whether to 
introduce citywide public transport 
will be taken once the current trial, 
which was led by the Japanese 
International Cooperation Agency 
(JICA), comes to an end. 

Mr. Dimanche said that up to 
nine companies are in the running for 
the contract to operate the new system, 
though he said he could not remember 
any of the companies’ names. 

J ICA spokesman Egami Masahiko 
said that though he always expected 
the trial to be a success, promoting 
the buses among students-many of 
whom have been taking the bus to 
school and university-had helped the 
project go beyond his expectations. 

"Younger people share information 

more easily over the Internet on 
social media, so it was always our 
plan to encourage students to use the 
service," he said. 

The growing popularity of the 
buses is not all good news, however, 
as it means that City Hall and the 
company that wins the contract may 
have to upscale their original blue- 
prints. 

"A smaller system may be easier 
to implement but it needs to be care- 
fully considered, because if there are 
a lot of passengers the service will 
not satisfy public demand," Mr. 
Masahiko said.

Prime Minister Hun Sen used a 
speech at a ceremony for graduating 
public administration students in 
Phnom Penh on Monday to reiterate 
that he was having little trouble gov- 
erning the country while opposition 
lawmakers-elect boycott their seats in 
the National Assembly. 

Speaking to the students from the 
Royal School of Administration, Mr. 
Hun Sen stressed the importance of 
ensuring normalcy in the running of 
the state to help push through the 
reforms he promised after last year's 
election, 

"First, [we must] continue with 
the normal processes of state institu- 
tions like I have clarified a few times 
already," Mr, Hun Sen told the future 


civil servants. "Now, they are normal- 
don’t worry about there being a dead- 
lock or no deadlock." 

In protest of the official results of 
last year's national election, lawmak- 
ers-elect from the CNRP have been 
boycotting the National Assembly 
since it was convened in September. 
The party had organized a series of 
mass demonstrations in Phnom Penh 
until the government unleashed a 
lethal wave of suppression early last 
month. 

In an apparent reference to the 
suppression, in which five protesters 
were shot dead and more than 60 others 
beaten, shot or jailed without trial, 
Mr. Hun Sen on Monday also empha- 
sized the value of his government 
maintaining control of the streets,

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Winter Olympics kick off 
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their bright uniforms as they slide 
and sweep with the top curling teams 
in the world. 

As of press time, the United 
States led the overall medal count with 
25 medals (8 gold, 6 silver, 11 
bronze). The host country Russia was 
second with 23 total medals (7 gold, 9 
silver, 7 bronze). Largely due to their 
success in speed skating, the 
Netherlands was third (6 gold, 7 silver, 
and 9 bronze). Norway had the most 
gold medals with 10. 

Because of the winter focus of the 
sports, there are no Cambodian ath- 
letes participating in the Sochi games, 


which primarily consist of athletes 
from northern countries. Cambodia 
has however had athletes compete in 
the Summer Olympics seven times, 
most recently sending six competitors 
to the 2012 Summer Games held in 
London. 

The Sochi Winter Olympics will 
conclude with a closing ceremony on 
February 23rd. The next Olympic 
Games will be the 2016 Summer 
Games in Rio de Janiero, Brazil, while 
the next Winter games will be held in 
Pyeongchang, South Korea in 2018.

"The people need peace and the people need 
happiness. They do not need traffic jams from 
other actions, so we have protected peace for the 
country and the people. Peace for the people is 
necessary," he said, before making an apparent 
reference to the 23 people charged with property 
destruction in last month's protests. 

"How should the people who destroy the 
people's peace take responsibility before the law? " 
he asked 

Mr. Hun Sen also asked the students to consider 
what they could do as future civil servants to help 
ensure stability. 

"Political stability cannot be maintained for a 
long time while the macroeconomy is not guaranteed, 
" he said. "What can we do to push production in 
all sectors,, .to push the economy to grow above 7 
percent?" 

Representatives from Mr. Hun Sen’s ruling 
CPP and the CNRP are set to meet this morning at 
the Senate for the first meeting between the parties 
since last month's suppression led to the CNRP 
abandoning talks that had been planned for 
January 3. 

Senior officials from both parties say the 
talks, which will focus on the possibility of electoral 
reform, could pave the way for party leaders to 
meet to end the political deadlock. 
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"It didn't take off. Not because it wasn't a good 
product, but because no one was aware it was there," 
he said. "It would take millions of dollars to build 
Wing's distribution network. This gets the cards in 
many more hands." 

Mr Felsing said FTB had 42 points of sale for 
its prepaid Visa card, but now with Wing, it is more 
than 1,000. 

Mr. Perkins said Wing plans to expand the 
points of sale to 2,000 within the next two months. 

Banking executives on Monday said it remains 
to be seen whether Cambodians will opt for a prepaid 
Visa card, as most of the population still prefers 
cash and prepaid cards offer an uncertainty about 
which financial institution controls the money on them. 

"It's a positive addition to the growing products 
in the country, but it remains to be seen how quickly 
it will be taken up," ANZ Royal CEO Grant Knuckey 
said. 

"We certainly believe that this is a market that 
has considerable potential as the wealth of the pop- 
ulation grows," he said. 

Lorijon Bacchi, Visa's chief representative and 
country manager for Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos, 
said she could not say how many Cambodians cur- 
rently hold Visa cards. 

Tm unable to release figures on a market less 
than a certain size," she said, adding only that the 
company is "invested" in Cambodia.
